GENERAL    INFORMATION 

Stetson  University  is  in  DeLand,  Volusia  County,  Flor- 
ida, about  100  miles  south  of  Jacksonville  and  2U  miles 
west  of  Daytona  Beach.  It  is  reached  by  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Line  Railway,  Florida  Greyhound  Lines,  and 
National  and  Eastern  Airlines  at  Daytona.  Because 
of  its  proximity  to  excellent  recreational  facilities,  on 
account  of  the  moderate  summer  climate,  and  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  in  a  broad  range  of  courses  in  liberal 
arts,  business,  law,  education  and  music.  Stetson  Uni- 
versity offers  unusual  attractions  for  summer  study. 

Students  planning  to  enter  Stetson  University  for 
the  first  time  should  write  to  the  Director  of  Admis- 
sions for  application  forms.  If  enrolled  in  another  college 
or  university  they  need  only  to  present  a  statement  from 
that  institution  that  they  are  in  good  standing.  Students 
intending  to  accumulate  credit  at  this  University  will  be 
asked  to  present  transcripts  of  all  academic  work  at- 
tempted or  completed.  It  is  highly  desirable  to  file  appli- 
cations well  In  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  Summer 
Session  in  order  to  avoid  delay  in  reg'stration.  For  full 
information  concerning  entrance  requirements,  fees, 
rooms,  degrees,  and  details  of  courses,  consult  the  Annual 
Catalogue  or  write  to  the  Director  of  the  Summer  Session. 

Tuition  for  the  Summer  Session  is  $115.00  except  in 
the  College  of  Law,  where  it  is  $140.00.  A  matriculation 
fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  new  students;  it  is  not  returnable 
if  papers  are  filed.  Dormitory  rooms  are  available  at 
$35.00,  $45.00,  and  $60.00  for  the  Summer  Quarter;  a  de- 
posit of  $10.00,  made  with  the  Dean  of  Women  or  Dean 
of  Men,  will  reserve  a  room.  The  University  does  not 
have  apartments  but  the  Director  of  Student  Housing  will 
assist  married  students  to  obtain  approved  off-campus 
living  quarters.  The  L^niversity  Soda  Shop  will  serve 
light  meals  during  the  Summer  Quarter.
